We  will  replace 
any  peony  that  we  send  out,  free  of  charge,  if  found  untrue. 

We  do  not  issue  any  wholesale  list.  If  this  catalogue  should  fall  into 
the  hands  of  a  wholesale  buyer  who  desires  quotations  on  large  quantities,  if 
he  will  write  us,  we  will  make  him  special  prices  as  we  can  fill  orders  of  any 
size  in  a  wholesale  way.

Directions  for  Planting  and 
Cultivating  Peonies 


WHEN  your  peonies  arrive  do  not  unpack  them  until  ready  to  plant  in 
the  ground.  Then  unpack  and  plant  immediately. 

NEVER  plant  peonies  in  the  shade,  under  a  tree,  too  close  to  a  fence  or 
near  a  house  or  building. 

NEVER  plant  peonies  where  peonies  have  once  been.  Always  select 
a  new  location  and  give  them  plenty  of  room. 

ALWAYS  plant  peonies  at  least  four  feet  apart.  Never  allow  any 
manure  to  come  in  contact  with  the  roots.  After  planting  the 
first  year  a  fork  full  of  well  rotted  manure  will  do  no  harm. 
After  that  never  use  any  fertilizer  except  bonemeal  or  wood 
ashes. 

KEEP  the  weeds  and  grass  away  from  the  roots  of  your  peonies.  If  you 
plant  in  the  lawn  cut  a  circle  about  the  size  of  a  barrel  and  keep 
this  circle  always  cultivated  while  peony  remains  in  the  place. 

WHEN  you  unpack  your  peonies  you  will  notice  they  have  eyes,  or 
what  some  might  call  sprouts.  Set  the  whole  plant  down  in  the 
ground  with  plenty  of  rich  topsoil  so  that  the  topmost  eye  is 
two  (2)  inches  under  the  level  of  the  ground.  Then  make  a 
slight  elevation  the  first  year  of  the  ground  directly  over  the 
sprout,  but  do  not  make  any  more  than  will  settle  to  the  ground 
level  by  spring. 

PEONIES  have  few  enemies.  Follow  these  directions  and  each  year 
your  peonies  will  give  you  a  great  amount  of  pleasure  and  no 
end  of  flowers.
